A levy will be raised, bur 


no decision has been taken as 
to where in the packaging 
chain this will fall. Problems 
arc said to have already arisen 
over this issue, with thc DoE 
pressing for its application as 
close to thc consumer as possi¬ 
ble at the packing and filling 
stage, and retailers eager to sec 
it applied as far from them as 
possible - with the converter. 

An independent expert will 
be handed the unenviable task 
of resolving this issue, says the 
Producer Responsibility' Group.

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t Any reader, especially from small to 
medium size businesses, who believes 
that the Producer Responsibility 
Group (PRG) proposals to govern¬ 
ment, outlining industry plans to han¬ 
dle packaging waste, have nothing to do with them 
should think again...(scc pages 1 and 9). 

In fact, don't just think again but get hold of a copy, 
consult with colleagues and then act. You have until 
April 15 to make your views known to PRG (5th Floor, 
Villiers House, 41-47 The Strand, London WC2 5QB - 
tel: 071-839 1144, fax: 071-839 4304). 

In brief, the plan proposes an increase in ‘value 
recovery* of domestic and commercial/industrial pack¬ 
aging waste to 58 per cent by the year 2000. At the risk 
or stating the bleeding obvious, this is only six years 
away and, considering the low start point, a lot of work 
has got to be done, and at what cost. 

This is why it is essential that views on the scheme 
should be known NOW. 

Please do not think that as the PRG members repre¬ 
sent large companies - the likes of Procter & Gamble, 
Tesco and ICI pic - that they are going to take overall 
responsibility, especially in the still contentious area of 
funding. Don’t be mislead into thinking that just 
because your company is not a multi-million pound 
concern that this will not affect you. 

Even though the goverment seems unwilling to 
bring smaller companies into line on levy raising 
through compliance legislation, the possibility of legisla¬ 
tion has never been excluded by Environment Secretary, 
John Gutumcr. 

First estimates put funding required at around £100 
million over the next two to three years. It should be 
borne in mind, however, that the DSD system in Ger¬ 
many has had to be bailed out and that the Eco-Embal- 
lages plan in France has also run into some problems. 

Action on environmental issues in the UK has been 
somewhat ponderous up to now, to put it politely, and 
many companies could be forgiven for thinking that 
plans would never come. This is no longer true - this 
time it's for real... 

Also real is the threat of increased costs to British 
companies of implementing EU environmental policy 
over the next few years, according to a report called EC 
Environmental Policy Monitor, published last month. 

"British business must lift its attention beyond the 
recession to the medium-term challenge of the Commu¬ 
nity's environmental agenda," says the author.

Lessons in financing and 
recovery targets have been 
learned from other European 
national systems such as Eco- 
EmbAllages in France, says the 
group. Chairman of the PRG’s 
working committee Peter Hin- 
dle rejects suggestions that the 
envisaged funding will not be 
enough. “We’ve looked very 
hard at how we can get costs 
out of the system before wc 
have even starred,” he told PN. 

In order to achieve the 
higher recycling targets, Val- 
pak will have to work with 
local authorities and the waste 
management industry to 
expand collection and sorting. 
By the end of 1996, 15 per cent 
of homes will be covered by 
domestic and “high density 
bring” collection systems, the 
PRG predicts. 

“The main mechanism for 
financing local government 
will be through guaranteed 
prices for collected and sorted 
materials,” says Mr Hindle, 
European environment coordi¬ 
nator at Procter & Gamble. 
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These initially guaranteed 
prices would in the longer 
term be replaced by guaran¬ 
teed markets, he says. 

There are still major con¬ 
cerns about the availability of 
markets for recycled materials. 
Though in theory markets may 
be there, their development 
may itself absorb a proportion 
of available finance in subsidies. 

Friends of the Earth (FoE) 
criticises the PRG for lack of 


dcuils as in huw money for 

financing the scheme is to be 
raised or spent, and ministers 
fur making a series of meaning¬ 
less threats. “The government 
seems more concerned about 
beading of! legislation than 
environmental protection,” 
says a spokesperson. 

| “Ina^ttsing 

Though compliance legislation 
for raising a levy has never 
been excluded by Environment 
Secretary' John Gumnicr, there 
are increasing doubts about the 
government’s willingness to 
bring .smaller companies into 
line in this way. 

‘Value recovery 1 of waste 
includes incineration for ener¬ 
gy recovery. More than four 
times the quantity going for 
incineration now will be 
burned for energy by die year 
2000, the plan proposes. 

Industry sources see this as 
being a potential problem area, 
with long lead times for con¬ 
struction and for the build-up of 
tonnage where new incinerators 
are built. There are no proposals 
as to how development in this 
sector should be financed. 

“Many industry sectors 
have not been involved in the 
discussions until now, and these 
include a wide base of fillers, 
converters and retailers of all 
sizes," says Peter Davis, chief 
executive of Inepcn, who sees 
the consultation period as vital. 
Like Incpen, James Jensen of the 
Packaging Federation welcomes 
the active role of industry in the 
formulation of the plan. 

Reaction from the British 
Plastics Federation (BPF), 
which has had many of its 
members involved in prepara¬ 
tion of the PRG plan, lias 
focused on the proposals for 
developing incineration as an 
option and end markets for 
recovered material.

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Fighting to promote industry benefits 


The much heralded Packag¬ 
ing Federation was officially 
launched in December 1992 
following the appointment in 
October of that year, of 
James Jensen as its inaugural 
director general. 

The launch followed many 
months of speculation and 
activity, which began with rep¬ 
resentatives of companies such 
as Lawson Mardon Group, 
Waddingtons, Courraulds, 
Rockware and Plvsu dis¬ 
cussing the need for one organ- 
isation to represent the 
interests of the entire packag¬ 
ing manufacturing industry'. 

These companies felt that 
the industry - which is the 
ninth largest manufacturing 
group in the UK. with an annu¬ 
al turnover of £8.5 billion - 
needed to up its profile in all 


kinds of areas and to exert 
influence in, for instance, leg¬ 
islative and political arenas. 

Mr Jensen is keen not to 
denigrate the work of sectoral 
trade associations, many of 
whom do excellent lobbying 
work, but the Federation 
members felt that the central 
message about packaging per 
sc was being lost. 

The group of companies at 
the launch have now grown to 
21 - sec table for full details - 
and a coherent, focused plan of 
action is in place. Mr Jensen is 
quiecly determined to adhere 
strictly ro these plans which he 
believes are sensible and 
attainable. The Mission state¬ 
ment of the Federation reads 
ns follows: 

• The Packaging Federation 
will proactively promote the 



stature and importance of rhe 
industry, the produers which it 
produces, the benefits which 
derive from packaging and the 
industry's responsible concern 
for both the community and 
rhe environment. 

• The Federation's number 
one priority will be to improve 
significantly the perception of 
packaging by the public, opin¬ 
ion-formers and legislators. 

• The Federation will also aim 
to provide a forum and service 
for packaging manufacturers 


on policy matters of general 
industry interest. 

• The Federation will co¬ 
operate fully with sectoral 
trade associations and other 
bodies in order to ensure that 
the industry's position is fairly 
and positively represented on 
pan-industry issues. 

In its first year of opera¬ 
tion, the Federation set itself 
targets of producing a 
brochure about the benefits of 
packaging, called Packaging - a 
fundamental life support sys- 
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The ultimate in technological excellence, 
quality, and reliability is the hallmark of Karmelle.

rem, which has been distrib¬ 
uted throughout the media. It 
was designed to provide a con¬ 
cise briefing document for 
busy journalists which could 
be kept on file for future use. 

It has also been designed 
for politicians, especially ones 
on the environment committee 
as well as member company 
■ shareholders. 

A Packaging Federation 
information file has been pur 
together to serve a similar pur¬ 
pose. This consists of an 
overview of the industry' itself 
as well as individual sheets on 
various sectors. Again these arc 
designed to provide a snapshot 
view on the industry, which 
can sometimes produce ten 
brochures on just one sector. 

Also included in the infor¬ 
mation file is a policy state¬ 
ment on the packaging 
manufacturing industry and 
waste management. Although 
the Federation is keen to 
emphasise that it does not wish 
to encroach on Incpen's remit 
(see Packaging News* January 
1994) it feels that ic canmn talk 
to journalists and the outside 
world about packaging with¬ 
out talking about green issues, 
as that is the angle the ques¬ 
tions are usually asked In mi. 

Mr Jensen believes that rhe 
arrival of the Producer 
Responsibility Group Plan (sec 
pages I and 9) will make talk¬ 
ing to journalists easier for the 
Federation as they can present 
a positive message about pack¬ 
aging waste. 

Political lobbying was the 
third target set and culminated 
in a House of Commons 
reception for MPs on Budget 
Day last year, where the infor¬ 
mation file was also launched. 
Apparently the last packaging 
industry reception organised 
was in Harold Wilson’s day. 

Total turnout at the 
event was 84, which includ¬ 
ed 38 MPs and various trade 
associations and member 
company executives. 




The structure of rhe Packag¬ 
ing Federation is very 
straightforward, with no 
committees, councils or full¬ 
time secretariat. Secretarial 
and accounting support ser¬ 
vices are supplied by the 
Institute of Packaging for an 
annual fee and Mr Jensen 
arranges four meetings a year 
for the chief executives of the 
member companies.

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Thermal shields protect Hubble

One of the vital ingredients 
contributing to British Aero¬ 
space Space Systems Ltd’s suc¬ 
cessful role in manufacturing 
replacement kit for the giant 
Hubble Space Telescope was a 
humble SP3 Impulse Scaling 
Press supplied by Ballinger 
Rawlings Ltd. 

Although the public was 
regaled with stories about the 
mission to insert correcting 
optics to the telescope’s mis¬ 
shapen lens, other plans to 
upgrade its capabilities includ¬ 
ed the provision of a new 
replacement set of solar arrays 
which arc subject to degrada¬ 
tion due to attack by uv light. 

Unlike most other orbiting 
satellites, whose arrays remain 
fixed open once deployed, the 
arrays were designed to be 
cnpahlc of both extension and 
retraction in line with recover¬ 
able design of the whole space¬ 
craft. Following the 1990 
launch, the dynamic response 
of the system, coupled to some 
stick-slip of contacting compo¬ 
nents created tiny vibrations. 

These 'jitters' were initially 
corrected through software 
measures but then ‘Concerti- 
na-type protective thermal 
shields were produced for the 
metal tubes which hold rhe 
array taut. These comprised 
large numbers of aluminised 
FEP/Tcflon discs welded 
together. British Aerospace felt

Positive opening of car¬ 
tons, with the sides gripped by 
suction arms, means that fric¬ 
tion - and hence scratching - 
on the outer surfaces is avoid¬ 
ed. According to UK agent 
Swiftpack Automation, 
though the mechanism is not 
revolutionary, on the KPS 
machine Kalix has chosen to 
use it for a type of pack where 
ocher designers would not 
consider it necessary.

According to Kalix, this 
mechanism also means that 
recycled board packs can be 
handled. 

Changes to pack dimen¬ 
sions can be carried out in less 
than eight minutes, says Kalix, 
using cranks linked to digiral 
controls. The machine's com¬ 
pact format, just 1.2m length x 
1m width x 1.25m height, is a 
major advantage. 

“Wc already deal with the 
pharmaceutical industry 
extensively and will be taking 
the machine to them as well, 
on the basis that it is so much 
more compact than anything 
else available," says Peter 


Harris, md of Swiftpack (3 
Arden Ruad, Alecs ter, War¬ 
wicks B49 6HN - tel: 0789 
400880, fax: 499780). 

Speed of cartoning depends 
on pack size, says Swiftpack, 
but throughout the priority is 
safe and damage-free handling. 
Flap closing is carried out 
while the pack is stationary, 
removing the risk of error by 
reducing the number of con¬ 
trols, according to Kalix. 

The system is enjoying suc¬ 
cess with the French perfume 
and toiletries market. Kalix 
supplies a range of cartoning 
machinery, up to large size for¬ 
mats. Tube and bottle filling 
equipment is also available.

Aiding eps transit 
by compacting 


Planning pallet loading of mixed product 


By being able to provide 
both on-site compactors and 
centralised recycling capaci¬ 
ty, Monoplas Industries is 
making collection and repro¬ 
cessing of transit eps viable 
for all concerned. 

Based near Halifax, plas¬ 
tics recycler Monoplas recog¬ 
nises the importance of 
collection and compacting, 
especially with a high volume 
product such as eps. 

Investment in its compact¬ 
ing equipment - whether pur¬ 
chased or leased - is 
cosr-cffcctive, says the compa¬ 
ny, with equipment able to 
reduce up to 275kg an hour of 
material to square blocks, so 
allowing easy transit for repro¬ 
cessing. Llnlike other equip¬ 
ment available, the units are 
themselves compact. 

The advantage for cus¬ 
tomers of Monoplas, says md 
Mike Lloyd, is that the costs 
associated with skip hire and 
landfill arc avoided. These costs 
can be halved by using his own 
recycling route, he says. 

One major area of produc¬ 
tion for the company is for 
Timbron wood substitute 
material. Compacted waste cps 
is reprocessed with colourants 
to allow a wood-grain effect 
when the granules that Mono- 


plas prod ike?, .ire formed into 
the tinal material. 

Ol the £2 million that the 
company is now investing, 
£500,000 is likely to be spent 
on a German regassing sys¬ 
tem for reprocessing clean 
industrial waste for second 
life cps applications. 

By being able to undercut 
the prices of virgin material, 
the company has been in a 
position to interest a major 
polymer supplier in its process. 

Mr Lloyd is clear about the 
options; “If you're going to 
recycle, you recycle fur profit. 
If not, you should bum the 
material for energy." 

By striking deals with 
some of the major manufactur¬ 
ing and high-street users of 
transit packaging, up tu 40 
tonnes a month of waste eps is 
being collected by Monoplas 
(Allen Works, Badger Lane, 
Hipperholme.W Yorks - tel: 
0422 201161, fax: 205676). 

Mr Lloyd is looking at the 
feasibility of setting up a national 
collection infrastructure for post¬ 
consumer eps transit waste. Pilot 
schemes are being organised 
widi lycal authorities. Current¬ 
ly Monoplas recycles around 
260 tonnes of cps a month.

Just as halls at Ipack Ima arc 
being devoted to food process¬ 
ing machinery, sections will 
concentrate on materials and 
packs. Quite apart from the 
clear and close link between 
this area and packaging 
machinery, Italy can be just as 
proud of its track record in 
materials and their application 
in pack design as in the widely 
recognised area of technology. 

Italian companies have been 
quick to respond to the growth 
in Europe-wide links, as wit¬ 
nessed by the cooperation 
between British company 
Aquasol (0277 301352), German 
thermoformcr Kramer & Grebe 
and Italian film converter Alcam 
on water soluble packaging. 

Similarly, flexible packag¬ 
ing converter Safta (010 39 523 
5981) has been working with 
Zeneca’s biodegradable prod¬ 
uct Biopol. This again reflects a 
sensitivity to the demands in 
particular of the German con¬ 
sumer, and makes the company 
the first to invest in the product 
to the degree where it is now in 
a position to produce Biopol 
film on an industrial scale. 


For glass manufacturer 
Bormioli Rocco, the story is a 
positive one. Increasingly the 
company has found itself serv¬ 
ing multinational companies, 
and needing to internationalise 
production to compete. Bormi- 
oli’s answer was to combine its 
activities with the French BSN 
Group with its production 
capacity at Masnicrcs, says Bob 
Broomfield of Bormioli Rocco 
(UK) (0895 272115). 

As with other European 
countries, interaction between 
the UK and Italy with regard 
to packs and products can 
weave quite complex patterns. 
The London office of 
Italian/British designer Minale, 
Tattersfield & Partners Ltd 
was responsible for the graph¬ 
ics on film around Motta cakes 
for the Italian market.
